Petition set up 
to save city’s 
public toilets

A PETITION has been 
launched in a bid to save half 
of Ely’s public toilets from 
closing - a decision which 
looks set to happen next week. 

Local Lib Dems have spear¬ 
headed the petition, insisting 
that closing the public loos 
in Barton Road, Newnham 
Street and Sacrist Gate will 
have a detrimental effect on 
the elderly, those with disabil¬ 
ities - and tourism. 

But despite people’s pleas, 
district councillors are still 
recommended to approve the 
closures when they meet on 
March 15. 


The closures would leave 
Ely with just three public toi¬ 
lets - Palace Green, Ship Lane 
and The Cloisters. 

City of Ely Councillor Ali¬ 
son Whelan, a member of 
the Ely Lib Dem Focus Team, 
said: “These proposals were 
recommended without any 
consideration of the impact 
on less able members of the 
public. 

“The less mobile, carers, 
families, those with health is¬ 
sues, taking medication, the 
disabled, those with special 
needs, the aged... will be ad¬ 
versely impacted. 

“It is easy to say there are 
other facilities that people 
can use, but the reality for 
many is that the distance be- 
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tween Barton Road and The 
Cloisters is not achievable.” 

Last year, the council con¬ 
sidered charging people 20p 
to use the toilets, but they 
were dropped after the ma¬ 
jority of residents consulted 
said they would not be willing 
to pay. The authority says the 
loos cost over £200,000 a year 
to run and maintain. 

In her report, Emma Grima, 
director of commercial and 
corporate services at the dis¬ 
trict council, said the equality 
impact assessment consid¬ 


ered “showed there would be 
a small impact on differenti¬ 
ated groups of society”. 

But she added: “However, 
there remains sufficient pro¬ 
vision of public conveniences 
with accessible facilities that 
would mitigate this impact 
and therefore the impact is 
not adverse.” 

The council also owns pub¬ 
lic toilets in Littleport, Soham, 
Burwell and Fordham. 

The loos in Fordham are 
earmarked for closure and 
it looks like parish and town 
councils in Littleport, Burwell 
and Soham will be asked to 
pay an annual sum if they do 
not want their toilets to close.

‘Pay more for 


wardens or lose 
them’: Sanctuary 



WARDENS at retirement 
schemes run by the Sanctu¬ 
ary Group face the axe - un¬ 
less residents agree to pay 
more to keep them. 

Sanctuary says its schemes 
across the UK will be affect¬ 
ed following the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to withdraw 
its Supporting People fund¬ 
ing, which pays for warden 
services and pull cord alarms 
for all residents - most of 
whom are elderly or vulner¬ 
able. 

Many residents say they 
are “worried sick” - and Ely’s 
Mayor, Lis Every, says she is 
“really concerned”. 

Many Sanctuary residents 
have also received letters 
telling them that the cost of 
renting a garage is going up. 

Some residents in Bell 
Holt, Ely, face a 50 per cent 
rise, and in Queensway, So- 
ham, residents, including 
Susan Griggs, have been told 
theirs is rising by over 60 per 
cent. 

Mrs Griggs, who lives with 
her husband, Danny, and 
autistic son, Nick, 24, said: 
“The rent for my garage is 
currently £8.40 a week and 
soon it’s going to be £13.95 a 
week. That’s a rise of over 60 
per cent - it’s pure greed. 

“I’ve been in touch with 
the district council and 
Cheffins, who have both told 
me they charge less than that 
for garage rentals.” 
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Mrs Griggs, who runs The 
Hair Shop in Wicken, said: 
“All Sanctuary does is take, 
take, take - I’ve had my ga¬ 
rage for 29 years and can’t 
remember the last time they 
came out to paint the door.” 

In response, a Sanctuary 
Group spokeswoman said: 
“This is the first time we 
have reviewed rates for ga¬ 
rage rentals, taking into ac¬ 
count local private competi¬ 
tor’s rates in the surrounding 
market. The increases are 
to help bring costs more in 
line with the average for the 
area.” 

John Harnwell, 87, is one 
of the Bell Holt residents af¬ 
fected by both the garage 
rental increases and the po¬ 
tential loss of his warden. He 
said: “We’re all worried sick. 
There are more than 80 of us 
living in Bell Holt and if just 
one of us decides they can’t 
afford to pay to keep the war¬ 
den services, then they’ll go 
in April. 

“It’s not right that peo¬ 
ple our age are put in situa¬ 
tions like this. Sanctuary are 
spending less and less on us, 
but demanding more and 
more money.” 

Cllr Every says she has met 
with Sanctuary to discuss 
the potential loss of war¬ 
dens. She said: “I’m really 


concerned. If there are six 
or seven residents then it’s 
easier for them to agree on 
whether to pay to keep their 
warden. But in Bell Holt, just 
as an example, it’s almost 
impossible for all 80-odd 
residents to agree. 

“When residents signed up 
to live in Sanctuary accom¬ 
modation they signed up to 
the care and social activities 
which come with having a 
warden. It worries me that 
vulnerable residents are go¬ 
ing to be left isolated.” 

A spokeswoman for Sanc¬ 
tuary said: “This is not some¬ 
thing Sanctuary has sought 
or would wish to happen, 
but as the funding of the ser¬ 
vice has been withdrawn we 
needed to make some diffi¬ 
cult choices. 

“We have agreed to cover 
the costs of the pull cord 
alarm system for our resi¬ 
dents which connects them 
to an emergency contact 
centre 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year, and we expect 
this to cost us about £1 mil¬ 
lion annually. 

“We sympathise with resi¬ 
dents and want to reassure 
them that it will be a number 
of months before any chang¬ 
es take effect.”

Thist says no 
to academies 


A TRUST has pulled out of 
sponsoring the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound new Littleport 
Academy. 

The construction of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council’s 
£37.5 million new education 
and leisure complex in the 
town is under way and, once 
complete, the scheme will 
boast an early years school, a 
primary school, a three-sto¬ 
rey secondary school, a spe¬ 
cial needs school, and a new 
community leisure facility. 

But members of the coun¬ 
ty council’s children and 
young people committee 
heard on Tuesday that the 
Greenwood Dale Founda¬ 
tion Trust (GDFT) has with¬ 
drawn its sponsorship. 

In a letter to the council, 
the trust’s chief executive 
said the only way it could 
continue to sponsor the Lit¬ 
tleport Academy and Special 
School Academy was if the 
council “reconsiders its posi¬ 
tion in relation to the leasing 
arrangements for the leisure 
centre and associated sports 
facilities, granting the GDFT 
the long term lease”. 

The GDFT said it would 
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then have granted a sub¬ 
lease to the parish council or 
leisure trust. The CEO add¬ 
ed: “We do wish to find a way 
forward for the project but 
cannot place ourselves in a 
position where, because of 
lease arrangements, we are 
unable to safeguard pupils 
on the site.” 

In his report to commit¬ 
tee members, Ian Trafford, 
the council’s executive di¬ 
rector for children, families 
and adults services, said: 
“This is a view not shared by 
council officers, as risks have 
been mitigated through de¬ 
sign based on experience of 
the widespread joint provi¬ 
sion and dual use models 
that have been operating 
throughout the county on 
secondary school sites. 

“In Linton, where the 
Granta Special School is co¬ 
located with Linton Village 
College, a community sports 
centre also successfully op¬ 
erates from the site. 

“Wider access to a range 


of community education 
courses and activities are 
also provided on this site in 
accordance with the Henry 
Morris Village College prin¬ 
ciples. In addition, a number 
of schools in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire have shared use arrange¬ 
ments with local sports and 
leisure facilities.” 

He added: “Irrespective of 
the merits of the argument, 
the council is not in a posi¬ 
tion to offer GDFT what it 
has demanded.” 

The committee has ap¬ 
proved the Active Learning 
Trust (ALT) - the trust which 
will be operating the new 
Isle of Ely Primary School - 
as the new preferred sponsor 
and the Secretary of State for 
Education will now be in¬ 
formed for the final decision 
to be made. 

The council insists both 
Littleport Academy and the 
Special School Academy are 
on track to open in time for 
September 2017.

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‘Asbestos was 
present in fire’ 


HAZARDOUS asbestos ma¬ 
terials were burnt on a fire 
near homes in Witchford, 
tests have confirmed. 

Angry villagers contacted 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council (ECDC) - and 
the Ely News - last month to 
say that they believed asbes¬ 
tos was being burnt on land 
in Marroway Lane. 

As previously reported, 
the council and the land’s 
owner, Paul Robinson, said 
tests were being carried out 
to find out whether any as- 
betos materials were pre¬ 
sent. 

The tests have confirmed 
that asbestos was present. 

Karen See, senior envi¬ 
ronmental health officer at 
ECDC, said: “We received 
the test results back on 
March 3. The results were 
positive for the commonly 
used corrugated building 
material containing cement 
bonded asbestos. 

“Although we cannot be 
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sure of the number of sheets 
that had been on the site, it 
seems likely that there were 
only about four to six sheets 
of this material that could 
have potentially been burnt. 

“We can also confirm 
that the owner’s test results 
concur with ours. The other 
agencies we have been li¬ 
aising with, namely the En¬ 
vironment Agency and the 
Health and Safety Executive, 
have been notified.” 

Mr Robinson secured per¬ 
mission to change the use 
of the land into paddocks 
for horses in January. He 
then got workmen in to start 
clearing the site and the fire 
was lit on February 18. 

Environmental health of¬ 
ficers from the council at¬ 
tended the site on February 
24 following complaints 
from residents. 


Ms See said: “Our focus 
is that the site is properly 
cleared of any material of 
this nature. A company li¬ 
censed by the Environment 
Agency for removal of such 
material has been employed 
to do this work. 

“Officers will be contact¬ 
ing the nearest neighbour¬ 
ing properties to undertake 
final checks for the presence 
of any remaining debris. We 
are satisfied that all appro¬ 
priate measures are now be¬ 
ing taken. 

“We would like to assure 
residents that we are in reg¬ 
ular contact with the rele¬ 
vant people involved. We are 
confident that all the correct 
measures are now being tak¬ 
en, however we still advise 
people to stay off the site.”

Pupils trash 
seats on coach 


AN investigation is under¬ 
way after seats on a school 
bus were vandalised during 
a 10-minute journey. 

Richard Grey, managing 
director of Greys of Ely, is 
angry after two seats on his 
coach were badly ripped and 
litter was left strewn all over 
the vehicle. 

The incident happened 
last Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr Grey refused to name 
the school involved but said 
its staff had been “fantastic” 
about trying to find who was 
responsible. 

Both Cambridgeshire Po¬ 
lice and Cambridgeshire 
County Council are investi¬ 
gating the incident too. 

Speaking to the Ely News , 
Mr Grey said: “We were 
shocked when we saw the 
state of the coach. Two 
seats at the back had been 
wrecked and there was litter 
everywhere. 

“The driver brought the 
vehicle straight back to the 
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depot, which meant it was 
off the road for the rest of the 
afternoon and other vehicles 
had to be sent out to collect 
pupils from other schools. 

“The damage to the coach 
was between £60 to £100, but 
it’s not just that, it’s also the 
cost of loss of use whilst be¬ 
ing repaired, and to my staff 
and the staff at the school, 
the police and the council to 
try and sort this out.” 

Mr Grey said similar inci¬ 
dents happen “a few times a 
year”. 

He said: “The majority of 
pupils are respectful and no 
trouble at all, but this sort 
of thing does happen a few 
times a year. 

“Most of our coaches 
have CCTV but this vehicle 
doesn’t. Mind you, when 
we’ve had damage like this 
before on a coach with 


CCTV cameras we’ve shown 
the footage to the parents 
of those responsible and 
they’ve still denied that it 
was their child. 

“People, and in particular 
parents, need to realise that 
the law allows coach com¬ 
panies and councils to press 
criminal damage charges 
now. 

“If that’s what the com¬ 
pany, council or police feel 
is right they can do it, or they 
can ask for the culprit to pay 
for the repairs.

Please tell us 
what’s going on 

ON arriving at school, the pupils were 
appalled to see that the hedge and 
trees in the car park had been cut 
back to inches above ground level, 
with no prior warning or explanation. 
These rows of mature trees were just 
not there anymore. No wonder the 
children were concerned, having 
been taught how important trees are 
to all of us. 

Upon further investigation, it 
seems that the destruction was 
caused by the stage being set for 
the Eastern Gateway Approach 
Road. This is intended to serve one 
of the new mixed developments 
in Soham, which is part of the 
Local Development Plan; the plan 
was drawn up a few years ago by 
East Cambs District Council, amid 
much "Consultation" with the local 
community. 

It showed three slightly different 
developments all covering the same 
area of allotment and farmland, with 
densities of housing 35-45 dwellings 
per hectare. 

ECDC's definition of "consultation" 
must be different from mine, as it 
just seems to mean that they told 
the community what they intended 
to do, and did not act on comments 
received. I am not aware of which, 
if any, of the 3 options they settled 
for, nor whether their choice was 
publicised. 

Children are not dropped off, they 
are escorted into the playground, so 
traffic will be held up by cars parked 
along the approach road, and along 
nearby streets just as they are now. 
Any so-called "dropping-off" areas 
will be taken up by short-term 
parking, not fleeting "drop-offs". 

Much extra traffic will be generated 
both by the influx of vehicles from 


the bypass, and from the new higher- 
density housing developments on 
the former allotments and adjoining 
farmland. Parents from the new 
development will not always walk 
their children to schoo... they will 
park along the road like all the other 
drivers. 

Those parents and children walking 
from the established northern area 
will have to cross this busy road to get 
to the school. Have any plans been 
drawn up for a pelican crossing? 

With the expansion of the town, safe 
walking and cycling routes to school 
should be a priority. At present, the 
route along the back of the school 
rovides a traffic-free access to the 
ack gate. What will happen to that 
when the playing field is re-sited? 
Presently, many cars park in the roads 
at the back of the school, so can we 
expect further traffic jams and jostling 
for parking spaces in this area too. 
Local residents are already fed up 
with the situation. 

Then there is the increase in exhaust 
fumes which must be expected from 
this extra traffic. 

As you can see, from my limited 
viewpoint, the detail of the proposed 
development is still an unknown 
quantity. The maps from the 
consultation period are vague at 
best. Why have we not been shown 
the latest plans to prepare us for the 
changes to come? 

No doubt the "great and good" know 
all about it, but we at the bottom of 
the food chain are left wondering. 

The answers to all the above 
questions must be made public 
before any further action is taken to 
develop this part of Soham, in order 
to reassure the townspeople that 
they will not subjected to the kind 
of incompetence which has been a 
feature of previous developments. 

I cannot be alone in my misgivings 
about the whole ECDC expansion 
plan, especially now that the prospect 


of a new station in the town seems 
virtually non-existent. 

Has no no-one thought of the effect 
that the development will have on 
our ancient commons? This concrete 
and Tarmac idyll is to be squeezed 
in between two areas of precious 
wildlife habitat, namely Qua Fen 
and East Fen Commons. They are in 
danger of being swamped by these 
developments.

A WOMAN who cares for her sick 
husband is devastated after thieves 
broke into her car and caused so 
much damage that it had to be 
scrapped. 

Julie Linney, 58, and her hus¬ 
band, Gerry, 65, who has advanced 
Alzheimer’s, are now without a ve¬ 
hicle and struggling to get from A 
to B, including hospital appoint¬ 
ments for Gerry. 

The couple, from Sutton, were 
visiting their daughter, Natalie Lin¬ 
ney, and her children, on February 
20 at their home in Elmside, Little- 
port, when their silver Peugeot 206 
was one of three cars broken into 
in the car park. 

The cars were targeted between

Natalie said: “The thieves 
smashed the back window so that 
they could unlock the car. They 
then tried to hot-wire it, which 
caused a lot of damage to the steer¬ 
ing column. 

“The insurance company told 
us that the damage to the steer¬ 
ing column would cost more to 
fix then the value of the car so it 
has now sadly been scrapped and

Conman took 
over £87,000

A MAN who lived an “ex¬ 
travagant lifestyle” on 
the tens of thousands of 
pounds he defrauded from 
local businesses has been 
jailed. 

Andrew Chatters, 39, of 
Main Street, Witchford, 
conned victims by various 
means including fraudu¬ 
lently obtaining and using 
a credit card, persuading 
victims to invest large sums 
of money and signing cred¬ 
it agreements. 

In total he took 
£87,948.54 from his vic¬ 
tims - of which more than 
£20,000 was from just one. 

Chatters was found guilty 
of 13 charges of fraud by 
false representation and 
one charge of theft and 
was sentenced to two years 
in prison at Huntingdon 
Crown Court last Friday. 

The sentence will be add¬

ed to a three-year sentence 
which he is currently serv¬ 
ing for cheating the public 
revenue contrary to com¬ 
mon law for £69,076. 

Detective Constable 
Paul Atkinson, who in¬ 
vestigated, said: “Andrew 
Chatters believed he had a 
right to sign finance agree¬ 
ments, trade accounts and 


cheques in other people’s 
names, claiming that the 
person had given him au¬ 
thority to do so. 

“He had no boundaries 
to who he would commit 
fraud against and enjoyed 
an extravagant lifestyle on 
other people’s money. 

“He would befriend 
many of his victims with his 
money-making schemes 
which included building a 
stable in Newmarket.” 

Among the businesses 
which Chatters defrauded 
were Tattersalls in New¬ 
market, Horse Requisites 
in Newmarket, Alan’s Ark 
in Soham, The Cadogen 
Hotel in Newmarket, Jews- 
ons in Ely, Travis Perkins in 
Ely, Newmarket Plant Hire, 
Global Self-drive in Peter¬ 
borough and V12 Finance. 

DC Atkinson said: “I 
would like to thank all in¬ 
volved in these cases for 
their persistence and pa¬ 
tience in getting this com¬ 
plex fraud investigation to 
court.”

Would you pay 
for Zipper bus? 


USERS of a popular bus ser¬ 
vice in the Ely area are being 
asked if they would be will¬ 
ing to pay to use it one day 
a week. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council says the Ely Zipper 
service is safe for 2016 - but 
local county and district 
councillors Bill Hunt and 
Anna Bailey say they want to 
protect the service for years 
to come. 

The service was launched 
in November 2014 - at a 
time when many local bus 
services were axed or scaled 
back due to council cuts - 
after years of campaigning 
by Cllrs Hunt and Bailey. 

The service links Hadden- 
ham, Wilburton, Stretham, 
Little Thetford and Witcham 
with Ely railway station and 
Ely’s Market Street - and it

runs every hour. 

Cllr Hunt says he, Cllr Bai¬ 
ley and Toby Parsons, who 
is transport policy manager 
at Cambridgeshire County 
Council, are looking at ways 
in which money could be 
generated. 

Cllr Hunt believes a good 
way to generate funds would 
be for regular passengers to 
pay for their journey on one 
day a week. 

Cllr Hunt said: “We are 
looking at ways that extra 
funds can be directed to¬ 
wards the Zipper to give it a 
rosy future. 

“One of Toby’s ideas is to 
extend the mid-afternoon 
timetable break and use the 
bus to transport school pu¬ 


pils home at the end of their 
day. 

“Another of Toby’s ideas 
is to consider tweaking the 
timetable to tie in better 
with train arrivals at Ely sta¬ 
tion. 

“Many of the Zipper’s pas¬ 
sengers have a free bus pass 
and I suggest that regular 
passengers (if they can af¬ 
ford to) could volunteer to 
pay for their journeys on 
one trip per week. 

“Having a ‘pay day’ once 
a week would be a big help 
and allows those who wish 
to contribute to make a dif¬ 
ference.”

A FITNESS instructor has raised 
more than £4,000 for charity by 
completing a gruelling dog sled in 
Sweden. 

Michelle Bird, 35, spent six days 
trekking 200km through the snow- 
covered forests and mountains sur¬ 
rounding the River Torne. 

The adventure saw Michelle, 
from Sutton, guiding her own team 
of Huskies and travelling around 30 
to 45km each day 

Michelle, who runs her own com¬ 
pany called Bodymode, decided to 
take on the challenge to not only 
put her stamina to the test, but also 
to raise funds for the British Heart 
Foundation (BHF). 

She said: “It was tough but wow, 
what an amazing experience, and 
I’d recommend it to anyone. 

“The hardest thing was the cold 
- it got down to minus 12 degrees 
and it was much colder at night. 
Because I was standing still on the 
sled a lot of the time, the cold really 
hit me quickly so I was doing things 
like squats and arm raises as I was 


going along to get my blood flow¬ 
ing. 

“The dogs were amazing. They’re 
so powerful and can work up to 12 
hours each day, with little rest - 
they’re unbelievable. 

“We carried all our food and pos¬ 
sessions with us at all times and I 
managed to fall off the sled on two 


occasions. The scenery was breath¬ 
taking so it was difficult to fully fo¬ 
cus on the route at times.” 

Speaking about why she chose 
to raise funds for the BHF, Michelle 
said: “Their research has helped my 
family through illness in the past. 

“My grandmother suffered many 
heart attacks and had to have a 


triple bypass operation in her 60s 
after losing my grandad. Through 
brilliant medical care, she survived 
and lived on for another 16 years. 

“I’ve raised over £4,300 so far and 
would like to thank everyone for 
their amazing generosity.”

‘Half of all the 
HGVs recorded 
were speeding’

MORE than 190 HGVs trav¬ 
elled through three Cam¬ 
bridgeshire villages in just 
four hours - and over half of 
the drivers were speeding. 

As part of its ‘Commitment 
to Safer Roads’ initiative, Mick 
George Ltd has sponsored 
Community Road Watch in 
three villages - Haddenham, 
Earith and Colne - to monitor 
HGV movements. 

The firm says the results so 
far have been “staggering, if 
not a serious cause for con¬ 
cern”. 

In total, four one-hour ses¬ 
sions saw 192 commercial 
vehicles pass through the vil¬ 
lages - with over 51 per cent of 
them over the speed limit. 

The firm says that of those 
speeding, an average 36 mph 



was recorded, with some as 
high as 53mph. 

Mick George has enforced 
a voluntary speed limit of 
20mph for his firm’s fleet 
through high risk areas. They 
are also hoping to extend the 
campaign into more villages. 

foe Gossage, transport 
manager at Mick George, said: 
“Businesses have a responsi¬ 
bility to ensure the safety of 
local communities. 

“It was pleasing to see 


that the figures revealed 
Mick George complied with 
the legal speed restrictions, 
showing that a number of 
initiatives, including the sub¬ 
stantial investment we have 
made in brand new GPS 
tracking within the vehicles, is 
making a difference.” 

Mick George’s firm has fit¬ 
ted trackers to its lorries to en¬ 
courage drivers to find alter¬ 
native routes to avoid villages. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has produced a cov¬ 
enant which it is asking all of 
the county’s hauliers to sign 
- backed by the joint Parishes 
Heavy Commercial Vehicle 
Group, which represents sev¬ 
eral villages.

AVIATION enthusiasts could land 
themselves a piece of history when 
rare aircraft engines which date 
from the Second World War go un¬ 
der the hammer.

A NEW crowdsourcing initiative 
is being launched to help 
provide Cambridgeshire 
with a future-proof connectivity 
infrastructure. 

Led by Cambridge Ahead, the 
campaign is calling on residents 
and businesses across the county to 
help identify 'notspots' (areas of no 
or low connectivity) by becoming a 
#CambsNotspotter. 

By linking up with leading 
technology testers, the project 
aims to show where mobile phone 
signals, Wi-Fi and broadband access 
are poor - then encourage providers 
to take action to improve them. 

All people have to do is: 

1. Download the 'OpenSignal' 
App from Google Play/App Store

A spokesman for the campaign 
said: "The anonymised data will 
provide an initial evidence base 
showing the actual mobile, public 
access Wi-Fi and fixed broadband 
performance experienced by users 
in the area. 

"This will be used to make 
informed decisions on future 
network provision to encourage 
coverage and capacity 
improvements by mobile carriers 
and other providers which will mean 
in the future we will all be able to 
enjoy good internet access wherever 
we are."

Oh Brother! The in-cider 
story of Abbey’s latest tipple

BEES are the inspiration for a new Cam¬ 
bridgeshire cider - and you’re not likely to 
forget its name in a hurry 

First there was Monk and Disorderly, then 
there was Virgin on the Ridiculous and Spin¬ 
ney Abbey Farm’s latest cider is Nun Beehav¬ 
ing Badly 

The men behind the ciders are friends 
Jonny Fuller, who owns Spinney Abbey, 
based in Wicken, and Jonny Watkins, who 
lives in Soham and works at the farm. 

Jonny, who is also a cattle, sheep and 
pig farmer, said: “Nun Beehaving Badly is 
sweetened with honey. It is inspired by my 
late grandfather, Thomas Fuller who died on 
Christmas Day, 1977. 

“He loved bee 
keeping and used 
to keep more than 
20 hives. I started 
last year with a 
couple of hives 
and now have six. 

“I find bees 
amazing and I am 
constantly sur¬ 
prised by their in¬ 
telligence the more 
I learn about them.” 

Monk and Disor¬ 
derly was launched 
four years ago, and 
has won numerous 
awards, including 
Champion Cider 
at the annual Nor¬ 
wich Beer Festival. 

It is named after a 
murdered monk believed to haunt the farm. 
Jonny said: “We press the cider just a stone’s 
throw from the most haunted spot on the 
farm where the most recent ghost sighting 
occurred last summer. 

“It is also believed that this is the site 
where the prior was murdered, possibly 
having his head chopped off by three of his 
own canons on May 12,1403.” 

Jonny, who lives on the farm with his wife, 
Tamsind Duffety-Fuller, his son, Robert, 2, 
and his step-daughter, Georgina, 9, hit the 
headlines in 2013 when he delivered little 
Robert in the back of his 4x4 in the car park 
outside Homebase in Newmarket. 

He said: “The Fullers have farmed at Spin¬ 
ney since 1892 and recently I took over own¬ 
ership of the farm becoming the fifth 
generation. Hopefully ‘Home- 
base Bert’ will become the 
sixth!” 

The new cider is being 
launched at a party at 
the Five Miles from An¬ 
ywhere No Hurry Inn, 
in Upware, on Friday, 

March 18. 

The fun kicks off at 
7pm and will include 
music from local 
band the Ouse Valley 
Singles Club.

Puzzle box 
tribute for 
fallen pilot’s 
daughter

THE daughter of a pilot who 
died in a plane crash after 
taking off from RAF Lak- 
enheath has been given a 
priceless keepsake thanks to 
base staff. 

Major Taj Sareen died 
when his F/A-18 Hornet jet 
crashed in Redmere, near 
Shippea Hill, on October 21. 

Maj Sareen was set to re¬ 
turn home to his family in 
the US following a six month 
deployment in the Middle 
East. 

He had stopped for a layo¬ 
ver at RAF Fakenheath that 
day where he had bought 
a puzzle box and had it en¬ 
graved for his daughter, 
Jade, from a Turkish bazaar 
at the Base Exchange. 

When staff Romeo Ovelek 
and Umut Nafile heard 
about the tragic crash, they 
believed his daughter’s new 
puzzle box gift would have 
also been destroyed in the 
crash. 

Romeo said: “We knew 
that the box had to have 
been lost with the plane, so 
we worked with Nick [Senior 
Master Sgt Nicholas Sinnott] 
and made it our mission to 
get his daughter a new puz¬ 
zle box.” 

Romeo and Umut worked 
with Sgt Sinnott to get a new 
box for Jade, who was just a 
year old at the time, com¬ 
plete with a new engraving 
of “Daddy loves you always”. 

They also put Maj Sareen’s 
dog tags in the puzzle box 
and a locket containing his 
photo so his daughter could 
always remember her father. 

Sgt Sinnott, 48th Aero¬ 
space Medicine Squadron 
bioenvironmental engineer¬ 
ing flight superintendent, 
said: “The story that they 
told me gave me absolute 
goosebumps. 

“Romeo remembered how 
he [Maj Sareen] and his fel¬ 
low Marines seemed high- 
spirited and very friendly, 
and from their experiences 
with him it just seemed right 



to not only honour his fam¬ 
ily with a new box, but his 
memory. 

“Three things factored in 
- love, generosity, and just 
doing the right thing for the 
American hero that Maj Sa¬ 
reen was to the Marines and 
Air Force alike.” 

Umut got the new box, 
which was made and deliv¬ 
ered from Turkey by his fa¬ 
ther. 

They said that while it 
wasn’t a cheap venture, they 
felt “the gift was one that Sa¬ 
reen’s daughter deserved”. 

Maj Sareen’s colleagues 
from Miramar in California 
visited RAF Fakenheath in 
December to acknowledge 
the airmen who helped in 
crash recovery and response

efforts. 

There, Sgt Sinnott shared 
the story and began the pro¬ 
cess to get the gift to Jade. 

An RAF Fakenheath 
spokesperson said: “The box 
Jade received was similar to 
the one purchased by her fa¬ 
ther, but it held much more. 

“With help from the Ma¬ 
rines, the box held Sareen’s 
dog tags, a locket contain¬ 
ing his photograph, and the 
added engraving, “Daddy 
loves you always”.” 

Major Allen Szczepek, 
from the US Marine Corps, 
said: “Maj Sareen was a 
fantastic pilot and a loving 
father who spoke with his 
daughter daily on deploy¬ 
ment. 

“His remarkable personal¬ 
ity left an impression on the 
Turkish puzzle box maker, 
enough for them to do this 
grand gesture thanking Sa¬ 
reen’s family for his service 
and sacrifice.”
